Two new 
cucumbers 
developed 


OTTAWA. — Cucumber 
breeding and selection at the 
Morden Experimental Farm 
has resulted in the developing 
and naming of two new cu- 
cumbers, Morcrop and Mor- 
den Early. These were intro- 
duced in January, 1955. Be- 
cause they differ considerably 
in type and usefulness they 
are given independent de- 
scription, 

Vv. W. Nuttall of the Morden, 
Manitoba, Experimental: Farm 
states that Morcrop resulted from 
the cross of specially selected Mor- 
den strains of Mincu and Cubit. 
The prolific habit of the Mincu 
parent combined with the attrac- 
tive slender shape and the dark 
and persistent green quality of the 
Cubit variety, makes Morcrop a 
very desirable dual purpose cu- 
cumber. It is suitable for gherkin, 
ring and dill types of pickles in 
early stages of development and 
for slicing in the full mature size. 

In tests at the Morden Experi- 
mental Farm, and at other co-op- 
erating experimental institutions, 
Morcrop has consistently outyield- 
ed several of the standard varie- 
ties of both the pickling and slic- 
ing types. According to detailed 
records kept at the Farm, Mor- 
crop produces its extra yield in 
the first half of the harvesting 


season, Vines of Morcrop are in-|’ 


termediate in length, averaging 
4.5 feet. Mature fruits average 8 
to 9 inches, in length and 2.4 inches 
in cross section. Interior quality 
is excellent with sweet flavor, 
crisp texture and moderately small 
seed cavity. 

Morden Early is a very early 
selection out of a Norwegian va- 
riety. It was developed especially 
for Northern gardens, primarily as 
a pickling type, but mature fruits 
can be used for slicing. It is very 
early, being about 7 to 10 days 
earlier than either Early Siberian 
or Early Russian types. Morden 
Early begins to flower before 
standard varieties start to vine 
out. Fruits are small, averaging 
4.2 inches in length and 2.5 inches 
in cross section. They yellow 
quickly after reaching full size. 

In co-operative tests at the 
Kentville Illustration Station in 
1955, Morden Early performed 
very well and was comparable at 
that location to its behavior in 
the Morden Farm test plots.

Death toll 22 
in Alberta 
tractor mishaps 


One of the worst killers in Al-| 


berta last year was the mishan- 
dled tractor, according to a sum- 


mary compiled by the Alberta) 


Safety Council, based on depend- 
able statistics, 

During 1955, no less than 22 per- 
sons in this province lost their 
lives in tractor accidents, Of these, 
18 were drivers, two were passen- 
gers and two bystanders, 

Of the driver accidents, three 
men lost their lives when the ma- 
chine side-tipped while bcing op- 
erated in a field, while six other 
fatalities were due to back-flips, 
probably the most frequent type of 
tractor accident, There were five 
deaths due to the tractor over- 
turning on a highway. Three driv- 
ers were killed in falling from a 
tractor, While in one instance, 
there was a fatality when a load 
ran into a tractor, 

Death of one passenger, an 11- 
year-old girl, occurred when the 
tractor side-tipped in a field, while

in Ontario dates back to 1875 when the first School of 


Radiologist Dr. Moser helps student interpret X-rays 
of child being treated in University’s dental clinic. Stu- 
dent has already made notes on abnormalties in child’s 
teeth. Students specializing in pedodonties (care of 
children’s teeth) study nutrition, systemic disturbances 
and illnesses as they relate to a child’s dental health.
